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One of the more pleasant aspects of 
popular music stems from what is 
commonly referred to as “music cycles” 
or “trends.”

Such Williams compositions as “Your 
Cheating Heart,” “Half As Much,” 
“Cold Cold Heart” and “Jambalaya” 
were jumped on by top “pop” artists 
like Joni James, Rosemary Clooney, 
Tony Bennett and Jo Stafford — and 
soon the nation was “Hillbilly-con- 
scious.” 

Around the middle of 53, as the 
“Country craze” slacked off, instru- 
mental offerings came to occupy the 
limelight. Among the hit records that 
year were “Terry’s Theme From Lime- 
light,” “Ruby” and “Song From Moulin 
Rouge” by such master arrangers as
